Awards will be 
made for research to increase oOT 
Syntheslze knowledge about de- 
segregation in elementary and sec- 
ondary education and to study 
lsSSues in the desegregation of 
higher education institutions-.

One major “business” which 
depended solely on emigration for 
its very existence was the “paper- 
brokering” _ trade. Because of 
restrictive U.S. immigration laws 
enacted after 1882, many Chinese 
who wished to work in the U.S， 
had to assume the idqdentities of 
other people (real or non-existent) 
who had a legitimate “ right to 
live and work there (usually the 
children of U.S residents)， In 
order to pass oral examinations 
given by Immigrationmn officials， 
would-be emigrants had -to .buy 
and memorize papers containing 
details _ about the_ identity they 
were to asSume. 

In Taishan，we found a great 
variety of these documents， All 
were 雇 question and answer 
formn，and all included basic 
information about the emigrant's 
age，Pplace of birth， personal 
history, family,， etc, However, the 
simplest ones were single sheets of 
paper with handwritten specifics， 
whereas others were considerably 
more'elaborate. One type of some 
interest was a Preprinted form 
with all questions already printed 
on the sheet，-but with answers 
handwritten. This， 让 “would 
appear， indicates that Paper- 
brokering was occuring on a large 
enough ， scale to warrant the 
preparation of'such forms， 


Another Prompt-book was 
indeed in. booklet form,and so 
detailed that 让 included maps of 
the purported emigrant's Village 
and AR of his house. This 
seems to indicate that the sellers of 
these_ false identity - papers `were 
very familiar with the :types' of 
questions askedqd by Immigration 
officials to- trap impostors，Yet

Americans still tend to maintain 
a “parochial” perspective， Lee 
chided.“Were just beginning to 
outgrow using a narTow set of ljens 
to look at the world.: .Many 
Americans dont realize that 
China was subjected to a century 
of humiliation by foreign powers,” 
Lee Said. “My advice for people 
planning to _ visit China is to -do 
some advance reading.. .to study 
about China's past and its present 
to get some understanding of the 
country.

ing. 

Lee noted a _ certain _ erosion of 
unity，discipline and spirit，but 
nonetheless，commented on the 
sudden sense of well-being，of 
direction，and of moving forward 
in_ China.“China is in a time of 
great _ transition， and is very 
vulnerable,,,Its also a time of 
great Opportunity for China to 
develop her own destiny,” Lee 
said，adding that he felt a“great 
sense of nation-buildqing.” 

Lees own travel experience 
took him through Guangzhou, ” 
Xian， Taiyuan,， Beijing， Nan- 
jing，Wuxi，Hangzhou，Cuilin . 
While first travelling from 
Kowloon to Cuangzhou,，he first 
met a Beijing correspondent for an 
Western paper (who spoke no Chi- 
nese) who warned him of a dull 
and dirty Beijing, and presented a 
very_ negative image of China.
